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Introduction 


The bulk of this collection was received from the Erie County Clerk’s Office between 1910 and 1960. However, 


items donated from the City of Buffalo have been incorporated into this collection. 


Prior to 1970, these papers were stored in manuscript cabinets two and three. Following the completion of this 
inventory the collection was transferred in 1970 to the newspaper room as a “C” series collection and cataloged 


COO-I (see History of the Manuscript Cabinets, p. 5). 

The collection consists of legal papers produced in Buffalo and Erie County, New York in the period 1808 - 1919. 
These fall into the following categories: affidavits, pleas, testimonies, warrants, jury lists, coroner’s inquests, deeds, 
mortgages, licenses, insolvency papers, wills, election papers, oaths of office and indictments. 

The papers are arranged in chronological order within subjects. These subjects vary from the nature of the legal 
proceedings involved, i.e. coroner’s inquests, insolvency papers and oaths of office, to people’s names, town names 


and events, i.e. Grover Cleveland, Grand Island and the War of 1812. 


However, in all cases the papers are arranged chronologically within their assigned subjects.
